CRIMINAL AC TI VITI ES 

When interviewed on August 24, 1530, by Gaming 
Control Board Agents, DALITZ advised he had been indicted 
for conspiracy in 1£51 in New Jersey* lie explained that 
he had loaned a sum of money to Soli STEIN, who was an old 
friend. STEIN went into the exporting business and DALITZ 
helped him make contacts for purchasing cotton. 

STEIN, unknown to subject, started exporting 
contraband in the nature of airplane parts. STEIN, DALITZ, 
and others associated with the venture were indicted for 
violation of the Neutrality Act. Subject was indicted 
because of his financial interest. He later explained his 
position and the case against him was dismissed* The 
others pleaded nolle contenders^ 

He advised he was never indicted in Buffalo, 
Hew York, on February 3, 1930, by the U. 3. Court. He 
did see a small article to this effect in a paper, but 
no papers were ever served. He has never had any business 
connections in Buffalo. 

About thirty-five JB ars ago, he met MORRIS 
KL£INMAN and SAM TUCKED , who are presently associated 
with him in the operation of the Desert Inn and Stardust 
hotels, Las Vegas. XLEINMAN, TUCKER, and himself were all 
engaged in "rum running. " They were all small independent 
operators and consequently, decided to consolidate their 
operations. 

DALITZ got out of the rum running business towards 
the end of prohibition. It became increasingly more 
difficult to operate and more dangerous as the Coast Guard 
strengthened their forces. 
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After getting out of rum running! be went into 
illegal gambling. Ee admitted he engaged in illegal 
gambling in various places , but declined to elaborate, 
lie did state be was active in the Beverly Kills Club and 
the Lookout House in Newport, Kentucky. Ee believes 
bis partners in this venture were M0&RI3 KLEINMAN, SAM 
TUCKER, .SAM SCKRAEDES '( a local Kentucky man), and several 
small incentive interest holders 0 



He no longer has any interest in these 
establishments. The Lookout House closed and he sold the 
Beverly Hills "to 5CS5AE3EB , JOES CROFT f and 5CHB AEPKB 1 s

DAL I TZ stated he was a partner in ffilbur Clark's 
National Casino, Havanna, Cuba. His partners were W. C. 
MC GINTY, MORRIS KLEIilMAN, and SAM TUCKER. JACK LAN SKY 

was a floor boss in the casino. He was a salaried employee 
with no financial interest in the hotel.
